TRYING A CURIOUS PLAN. 


Teaching: Modern Science In the Oldest of 


Oriental Lancr.ases, 


The Punjab province of India has . 


been for some years tho scono of an in- 
teresting academical experiirent, that 
of communicating western science, phi- 
losophy and literature to the people 
through their mother tongue, and to tho 
educated through their learned lan- 
guages, and not in an IDnglish dress, as 


j fiL-ewliLTC. 


Sixty-three years ago Macaulay and 


Duff destroyed tho very different porni- 
ciotis system of bribing native students 
of Sanskrit, Persian and Arabic to read 
their ovni sacred books. Gradually the, 
learned classes came to Ijc left out of 
nur .state system cf public instruction, 
with evil results. 
Sir Donald McLeod 


accordingly devised and Sir Charles 
Aitcbison carried out tho plan of at 
onco attracting these, in the Punjab at 
least, by oriental titles and degrees, 
and of examining all students for tho 
ordinary university degrees through the 
medium cf their own vernacular. The 
Punjab nni rorsity and its oriental col- 
lege -were founded p.t Lahore for these 
two cuds. 


Tho latest report of tho Edinburgh 


graduate, Mr. J. Sirae, M. A., who "is 
director of the department, is not very 
favorable to tho success of the double 
experiment, now some IS years old. lio 
declares that "thoprospects of advanced 
education through the medium of tho 
vernacular are not improving" at least, 
and Sir Dennis Fitapatriek, tho lieuten- 
ant governor, has ordered a special re- 
port on tho subject. 
In the Oriental 


college last year only 5 students were 
reading for the titlo of Slutstri, or hon- 
ors in Sanskrit; I\t for Visharada, or 
high proficiency in the sanio; 11 for 
M'.mlavi Fazil, or honors in Arabia; 7 
for Maulavi Alim, or high proficiency; 
7 for Muushi Fazal, or honors in Per- 
sian ; 7 for Munshi Alim, aud 7 for the. 
Gnrmnkhi titlo in tho Sikh vernacular. 
Of the 117 candidates in the local uni- 
versity in Sanskrit :i third passed. Of 
33 in Arabic two-thirds passed, aud ro 
in Persian audGiirruukhi. The nnly en- 
couraging fi-.ct is that every year tho 
number of tho Pundit class who t;;!:o 
honor.-) and degrees in .Sanskrit ia ris- 
ing, and inoro than half of them go (o 
tho Punjab ei-rmrinuticns from (he oth- 
er provinces whero there are uo such 
tests. —Edinburgh Scotsman.

A RECEPTION TENDERED 
HON." 


A. C CLEVELAND. 


He Addresses a Largo Audience at | 


the Opera House and An- 
, 


nounces His Posi- 


tion.

A larga audience gathered at the 


Opera House last evening, the occasion 
being a reception to tho Hon. A. C. 
Cleveland of Whito Pine county. 
The 


following representative citizens occu- 
pied seats on the platform 
Dr. H. H. 


Hogan, H. H. Beck, B. F. Curler, J. 0. 
Doughty, R. W. Parry, S. A.Hsmlin, J. 
B. McCallough, 
The names of J. T. 


Fitzgerald, J. E. Jones, Dr. Bergstein, 
Eli Thompson, G. H. Thoma and J. F. 
Emmett were called and the gentlemen 
requested to take seats on the stage, 
but they did not respond. 


Hon. E. R. Dodger acted as Chairman 


of the meeting and stated that the 
object was to do honor to one of Ne- 
vada's most worthy citizens, the Hon. 
A. C. Cleveland, a man who had gone 
to the Republican National Conven- 
tion at St. Louis as a delegate, and who 
had, upon the declaration of that con- 
vention for the gold standard, walked 
out of the convention and declined 
to further participate in its deliber- 
ations. The present meeting had been 
called regardless of party and to do 
honor to the man who had so bravely 
announced by bis acts his sincerity in 
behalf of his people. He then intro- 
duced Hon. A. C. Cleveland. 


Mr. Cleveland said that he was no 


stranger to the people of Washoe 
county, and for the people of Washoe 
as well as all of Nevada he had the 
warmest feeling. 
He told how he had 


been selected as a delegate to the Re- 
publican National Convention and had 
gone there with the best interests of the 
people of the State at heart. He said 
that he walked out of the National 
Convention believing that he was 
doing what any honorable man would 
have done under the circumstances 
that sui rounded him. 


That two years ago on the stump he 


had stated that if the 
Republican 


party declared for the gold standard 
be was done with it 
He told of the 


committee work and that when the 
gold standard plank was adopted, that 
Mi. Teller announced his withdrawal 
from the convention, and he followed 
him. 
That he had no apologies to 


offer, noi did he have any criticism for 
those who differed with him. 
He be- 


lieved that if Henry M, Teller WBS in- 
dorsed at the Democratic National 
Convention he would bo the 
next 


President of the United States. 
He 


said he was opposed to the issue of 
bonds and that the present conditions 
of this great country were deplorable, 
and that under the single standard the 
country could not exist 
He spoke of 


the different men who had walked out 
of the convention. At the mention of 
each name there was enthusiastic ap' 
plause. 
He said that it was no easy 


mattei for men to take the step they 
had taken, and they did it after tho most 
careful cousideiatiou, but it was like 
a man parting with all that was dear to 
him. 


He said that he could have endorsed 


the platform down to the gold plank, 
but

further. 
That 
the pol- 


icy of those men who had left the party 
could not ba stated until the other con- 
vantions had announced what they 
would do, but that if Toller was chosen 
as a candidate, these same men would 
support him. 


As Mr. Cleveland concluded he was 


enthusiastically cheered and applauded. 


Hon. H. H. Beck was then introduced. 


He believed that the reception ten- 
dered Hon. A. C. Cleveland was the 
proper thing for any community to do 
under similar circumstances, that when 
there waa a matter that was of interest 
to the community, the whole people 
should act and work together. 


Mr. Beck paid a tribute to Mr. Cleve- 


land's loyalty to his State and said that 
he was satisfied when Mr. Cleveland 
was sent as a delegate to the Repub- 
lican National Convention, that he 
would walk out if the single standard 
was a pare of its declarations. Ho said 
that he was glad to be here to do honor 
to Hon. A. *J. Cleveland.

KJB Glass and Alfalfa. 


James Burko has brought to this 


office samples of rye grass and alfalfa, 
from his ranch near Steamboat, which 
show what Nevada can do in the way of 
grasses. The rye grass, which is indig- 
enous to Nevada, and if cut in season 
makes very nutritions hay, which stock 
willeatwithapparentrelish. It grows on 
low ground, and if irrigated attains a 
height of from six to eight feet. Tho 
alfalfa, which is an esotio, is four feet 
high, and makes the best of hay for 
cows and beef cattle. Mr. Burke says 
if rye grass was cultivated it would 
produce five or six tons of hay to the 
acre, and he sees no necessity for im- 
porting Australian salt bush, when we 
have native grasses that will produce 
folly as much if not more fodder, if ir- 
rigated once or twice in a season.

According to these figures the silver 


men lack 86 votes of a two thirds ma- 
jority. 
Michigan, which in the table 


stands 28 for gold, has 13 silver dele- 
gates, bat the State convention adopted 
the unit rale and instructed the entire 
delegation to vote for gold. There are 
contests, however, in two districts of 
that State now represented by the gold 
men. 
If the two gold men are unseated 


the silver men will then control the 
delegation and the 28 votes of Michigan 
under the unit rule will be cast for the 
silver candidate. Deducting 28 votes 
from the 340 will reduce the cold vote 
to 312, and adding them to the silver 
vote of 584 it will increase the silver 
vote to 612, or eight less than the re- 
quired two-thirds. 


If these figures ara correct it if 'pos- 


sible, if the two-thirds rule remains in 
force, that the ChicaKO convention may 
ballot for days without result and end 
in the nomination of a silver man by 
the free coinage men, and of a single 
standard man by the gold men.
